“We were engaged in a very inter­ 
esting line of research between the 
Azoras and the American coast when

Prince on his last visit to America.

Prince Albert was born November 
13, 1848, and succeeded his father,

and second, to the Dowager Duchess 
de Richelieu in 1889. 
A son by his 
first wife, Prince Louis, wrhd was a 
soldier in the French army, is ex­ 
pected to succeed him. Monaco is a 
French Protectorate.

While the 
wireless telephone is not as popular 
in England as in the United States, 
due largely to government licensing 
and control, the people are beginning 
to show intense Interest in it. Some 
of the big London department stores 
have established 
wireless depart­ 
ments and are selling receiving sets 
for as low as $10. Radio terminals 
are 
being 
rigged 
up 
on

roofs and crowds of shoppers are en­ 
tertained each day with wireless con­ 
certs, speeches and weather reports. 
Direct contact with 
Arlington and 
other American stations Is easily es­ 
tablished.
